ficials ought to be grounded early and 
firmly. This is a proposal to discontinue 
the tax exempt status of municipal and 
state bonds. 
To accept such a plan would be to 
play Robin Hood in reverse. It would 
rob the poor 
(particularly city and 
town governments with their already 
stretched principal tax source, the prop­ 
erty tax) to pay the relatively rich (the 
federal government, with its cornucopia 
of income taxes). 
A great deal of America’s ‘‘unfinished 


business” lies in the municipalities. New 
schools, new streets, bigger airports, ex­ 
panded water and sewage works Are 
most sensibly undertaken by municipal 
and state borrowing. 
The cost of that borrowing is cur­ 
rently low because the interest on mu­ 
nicipal bonds is tax exempt. End this 
exemption, and interest rates go up, 
cities have to borrow less or tax citizens 
more, or Washington has to furnish 
with one hand the money it has just 
taken away with the other. 
It may be argued that the addition 
of municipal bond interest as a tax 
source would permit a general federal 
tax 
cut, 
thus giving citizens more 
money to pay local property taxes for 
civic improvements. Rut this system 
would hurt the low-income householder 
more than anyone else 
a penalty hard 
to justify.

Tile Pennsylvania Federation 
of Womens (Tubs — represent­ 
ing >< aru' 900 dubs throughout 
the state — is going all-out in 
favor of the billboard restriction 
legislation. 
Letters from the club presi­ 
dent already have gone to in­ 
dividual members of the House 
and Senate. The 900 clubs are 
taking individual action — writ­ 
ing, wiring or calling their local 
lawmakers, urging approval of 
the legislation.

The roving envoy is explaining

countries 
have granted the Soviet bloc to 
buy food arid fodder to meet 
critical crop shortages. But long­ 
term credits are strongly ob­ 
jected to for two reasons: 
They would appreciably help 
the Reds by enabling them to 
spend more on costly missile 
and 
space projects, 
and 
for 
military and economic aid to 
further their subversion opera­ 
tions in South America, Africa 
and Asia.

greatly concerned about a grow­ 
ing trend in the British govern­ 
ment to remove virtually all 
bars against Iron Curtain trade. 
Lately, Belgium has joined in 
this backstage clamor since the 
Congo crisis. 
Through diplomatic and other 
channels, Prime Minister Mac­ 
millan has been seeking to per­ 
suade the Kennedy Administra­ 
tion to agree to lift the NATO 
embargo 
against 
selling 
war 
potential machinery to the Reds, 
Including entire steel and plastic 
plants. 
In tile se discussions the Brit­ 
ish have indicated they favor 
removing all trade restrictions 
except on actual weapons, 
Ambassador Harriman is mak­ 
ing it clear the U.S. is flatly 
against that. 
A NATO conference is slated 
for later this year to deliberate 
this thorny issue. The Kennedy 
Administration Is not opposing 
that. But no doubt is being left 
that it will vigorously 
resist 
British and other proposals to 
let down the trade barriers to 
Russia and its satellites. 
There are two exceptions to 
the

against 
long-term 
trade credits to the Soviet bloc 
— 
Poland 
and 
Yugoslavia, 
which have such credits from 
the U.S. to buy food and mach­ 
inery.

duct, a trouble 
which 
doesn’t 
show up right 
away 
because 
new babies don't cry tears. Once 
the tear gland starts pouring 
out salty moisture, excess tears 
have to flow’ down their special 
drain. 
Through a tiny opening on 
each eyelid, tears are syphoned 
into a funnel-like sac near the 
nose. At the bottom of this tear 
sac, tears drain down a long 
tear duct into the nose. That's 
why your nose runs when you 
cry. 
Construction Of Passage 
Tear passage construction be­ 
gums at both ends. The tear sac 
grows down from the eye and 
the tear duct pushes up from 
the nose. Usually they break 
through 
and 
connect 
before 
birth. 
Occasionally they stop short, 
leaving two unconnected dead­ 
end 
passages. 
The 
tear 
sac 


quickly fills and excess tears 
pour over little lashes to stream 
down Baby's face. 
Germs thrive rn the tear sac’s 
stagnant pool and soon crusty 
matter shows the infection hack­ 
ing 
up 
onto 
Baby’s 
eyelids. 
Germ-killing eye drops can tem­ 
porarily control the infection. 
Meanwhile, you massage the 
bulging tear sac with your little 
finger. Stroke gently downward 
towards the nose. This massage 
can often break through the 
block and force tears down the 
duct. 
May Need Surgery 
Most tear passages open with­ 
in a few months. If not, the 
surgeon will 
p u s h 
miniature 
crowbars down through the tear 
sac to pry open the passage. 
He can detour tears around any 
remaining block by connecting 
the funnel-like tear sac directly 
to the nose. 
Don’t cry over blocked tear 
ducts. With 
proper treatment 
Baby's eye will stop running 
long before he learns to walk!

The State Legislature at this 
session has placed 
before 
it 
the Interstate Compact Bill for 
consideration. Tho Monroe Coun­ 
ty Mental Health Assn. is inter­ 
ested in this bill, which has 
been mad*’ the subject of de­ 
tailed study by National 
and 
Pennsylvania 
Mental 
Health 
groups interested in the better 
care and treatment of Hie men­ 
tally ill. 
The Interstate Compact Bill 
is an agreement between States 
providing for the care of a men­ 
tally ill patient in the State 
where he becomes ill, if the 
state where he has his legal 
residence has joined the com­ 
pact. 
Twenty-two states have joined 
the Compart; Pennsylvania has 
not. The main reason seems to 
stem from the fact that joining 
the compact might cost addition­ 
al money. A study shows that 
Pennsylvania would have saved 
$7,900 during 1960 if it had been 
a member of the compact. Far 
more compelling is the fact that 
the patient would have an in­ 
creased chance of improvement 
and recovery, dost to family, 
friends or jobs crucial to his 
readjustment. 
The arrangment is humane 
and decent. Beside: it is good 
medicine. 'The compact insures 
that 
particinating 
states 
will 
provide care, treatment, after­ 
care or supervision 
for 
any 
citizen of a participating state 
if it is medically in the best 
interest 
of 
the 
patient. The 
compact 
also 
provides 
legal 
safeguards for the patients’ civ­ 
il rights. 
Bills authorizing the governor 


of Pennsylvania to sign the in­ 
terstate compact failed to pass 
in 1957 and 1959. It will again 
he introduced 
in the current 
legislative session. The Legisla­ 
ture is urged to consider it on 
the basis of the study of the 
farts by the mental health asso­ 
ciations of the state.

"This would greatly impair the 
Communists’ capacity for sub­ 
version and trouble-making." 


I nusual advice for JKK — 
President Kennedy put an ex­ 
ceptional problem up to Assis­ 
tant Senate Democratic Leader 
Hubert Humphrey, Minn., and 
got a prompt answer in the 
same vein. 
"What can I do - to stir up 
some real red-blooded support 
in Congress for my legislative 
programs?’ asked the President. 
"All the polls show that a m a­ 
jority of the people favor these 
programs, but you would never 
know it from the attitude being 
displayed on Capitol Hill." 
"I would say the answer i$ 
very’ simple,” replied Humphrey. 
"What this Congress needs is a 
good knockdown and drag-out 
fight to stir up both it and the 
country. For example: 
If ive 
can get a real battle going over 
your bill for medical care for 
the 
aged, 
with 
thunder 
and 
lightning 
crackling 
on 
both 
sides, that would stir up the 
public and, in turn, Congress. 
Once the public is aroused, Con­ 
gress will bestir itself.” 
"You’ve got an idea there*, 
Hubert," 
said 
the 
Presidenf. 
"Maybe something can be donh 
with it. I ll take it up with the 
Cabinet at our next meeting." 


What 
K e n n e d y told them — 
Adolf Berle is still the Presi­ 
dents first choice for Assistant 
Secretary of State in charge of 
La Un—American Affairs. That s 
what he told the Democratic 
congressional 
leaders 
at 
his 
weekly conference. He said he 
is still hopeful of being able to 
convince the one-time New Deal 
brain-truster to take this job. 
Berle now heads a special group 
studying Latin American prob­ 
lems. 


Kennedy also defended his pro­ 
posal for additional gas and 
truck taxes to finance the na­ 
tionwide super-highwny program. 
"We will need approximately 
$900 million in increased funds 
to keep the highway program 
on a pay-as-you-go basis," he 
explained, "and the only way 
I know of to raise that money 
is by these taxes. We ran t take 
it from general Treasury funds 
because we will 
need every 
penny to meet our anti-recession 
and 
expanded 
military 
and 
space programs.” 
T h e 
congressional 
leaders 
warned the President there was 
considerable grumbling in their 
ranks over patronage handling. 
Complained Speaker Sam Ray­ 
burn, "There are few days when 
a good Democrat doesn t come 
to me to protest that he was 
not consulted on an appointment 
from his state. We have to de­ 
pend 
on 
these 
members 
for 
votes, and they are not tieing 
treated considerately." 
Assistant Senate Democratic 
Leader Hubert Humphrey, Minn, 
reported similar charges, saying, 
"Obviously there is something 
amiss with your liaison stalf. 
Senators see no reason why 
they should not be apprised in 
advance of appointments in their 
states. That s a simple courtesy 
and they are entitled to it." 
The President readily agreed 
and promised to personally "im ­ 
prove this situation." 
He assured the leaders, "I 
give you my word we are going 
to establish the closest possible 
cooperation between my staff 
and Congress. We are working 
on that, and I’m certain it’s 
going to be done."
